Additional Backup Information 
 
Approval of the amendment renews the Interlocal Agreement for $100,000 for the period October 1, 2014 through 
September 30, 2015, and increases and expands the current level of case management services. Family Resource 
Centers (FRC) provides case management services to families of students attending Burnet, Dobie, Martin, Mendez, 
and Webb Middle Schools and their respective Elementary feeder schools. 

Services provided include:  Case management services using the Family Developmental Matrix, a "strength-based" 
instrument that families use in collaboration with a Social Worker to identify strengths and challenges a given 
client/family has; Licensed Social Workers to provide support and intervention when a child has been identified as 
having an academic, behavioral, or attendance issue; and, FRC staff also coordinates neighborhood walks, health fairs, 
college readiness events, and provides mobile FRC outreach to extend a wide prevention outreach net. 

Related Departmental Goals 
Improve maternal, child and adolescent health outcomes from preconception through young adulthood. 
Assist people in achieving safety, stability, and long-term self-sufficiency.
